« and often neceſſary.” I confeſs myſelt ' 
of his Opinion, and therefore hope when 
you read mine, that you will approve, not 
condemn them, I ſhall begin from the 
Time of the preſent commanding A- 
— —'s Arrival here; ſince his unprece- 
dented Conduct is now the Topic of all 
our Converfations, and I' make no doubt 
in ſome Meaſure contributes to yours at 
Home, when you have Time to with» 
draw from that abhorred and unnatural 
Scene of Rebellion which you are involved 
in. His Public Carriage in his Public Of- 
fice, tallies with his Private Conduct in his 
Private Life; for they are both oppreſſive, 
crue}, and nnjuſt, ſcandalous, mean and ſel- 
fiſh. 1 will therefore give you a general 
Review of his pak ls Aims, and 
Trunſactions here, with the Reaſons that are 
evident linked him with the firſt, and re- 
duced him to purſue and execute the two laſt,

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It was in April was Twelvemonth that he 
took on him the Command of the F—, 
and remained in Harbour till Auguſt, 
moſt Part of which Time there were no

was truly ſenſibly of this Loſs ; but his con- 
ſtant Zeal for his Majeſty's Service, and ten- 
der Regard to keep and ſupport that much 
defired great and amiable Character he has 
fo juſtly acquired, and ſo ſtrictly maintained, 
made him determine to be the laſt that 
ſhould fee, though the firſt that muſt feel 
the Effects of the A s Conduct: When 
I fay feel, I do not mean that it could hurt, 
but le him ; and although it muſt for 
a Time give a Check to the eaſy Stream, 
with which the King's Buſineſs uſually flow- 
ed through his Hands, yet Juſtice at laſt 
muſt, Jad does prevail. 


It was not yet that the Fadtion, which 
had for ſome Time been lurking in the I- 
land, dared to ſhew themſelves with that 
indecent and unwarrantable Nakedneſs they 
appeared in at laft ; it was not yet they had 
given the A the full Draught of that 
Poiſonous Cup they had for ſome Time been 
preparing for him; and with which he was 
to be fired up to all violent Breaches both of 
Honour and Honeſty ; for nothing leſs could 
enable him to give a Sanction to all their 
unprecedented Proceedings, 


But it was full Time for thoſe concerned 


for the Welfare of the Public, and conſe- 
quently wiſhing well to the juſt executive Part 


of

of both theſe Officers Offices, to pry into the 
Characters of thoſe who could be Well- 
wiſhers to neither, from the Part they act. 
ed towards both: And, therefore, I ſhall 
firſt inform you of the Chiefs who com- 

ſe this Faction, and then give you a gene- 
ral (though ſeparate) Character of them. 


Thoſe Chiefs are, Mr. F--—, Mr. 
„Mr. A „ and Mr. K——. 
I ſhould have formed but a Triumvrrate, 
but this laſt having been an Inſtrument of 
linking the A to this Crew (from the 
Priviledge of an old Acquaintance with 
him) 1 could not help making a Nua-

Mr. F doth not want for a blun- 
dering ſort of Underſtanding, nor an 
Imagination, which tho' lively, yet is tur- 
bulent and confuſed ; but as he has no Judg- 
ment, he has neither fixed Principles, nor 
any ſteady Affections: I think it is certain 
he loves no one, and much to be queſtioned 
whether he hates any but as they thwart 
him in his ruling Paſſion, the Love of Power; 
ſo immoderate is he in that, he would ſub- 
mit to any Indignities, or undergo any Pains, 
to obtain or keep the leaſt Branch of it: 
As he will flatter in the moſt ſervile Man- 


ner

ner the meaneſt and worſt of Men to their 
Faces, ſo he will abuſe the beſt in the moſt 
ſcurrilous and indecent Manner behind their 
Backs, and even thoſe who had but juſt re- 
ceived the Incenſe of his Flattery; this he 
did with Impunity, it coſting him nothing 
to deny it, or make the meaneſt Submiſſions 
with the greateſt Profeſſions of Friendſhip, 
Reſpect, &c. when called to Account for 
it; in this he triumphed for ſome Time 
undiſcovered, few believing that he could be 
at the ſame Time ſo falſe and fo blunt, 
ſo inſincere and fo unpolite. Upon the 
whole, (to uſe ſome of his own Expreffions, 
and the mildeſt of them,) he is 4 monſtrous 
abſurd Fellsw, by G-d; a buſy, buſtling, blocks 
beaded Booby, with ſome Parts, and a clum- 
ſy Vivacity; and would be contemptible, 
even to the meaneſt, were he not worth 
go, ooo l. Some Time after the G 8 
Arrival, when he found he was not to be 
engroſſed by him and his Set, but that he 
ſeemed to have a better Opinion of others, 
he began in private to be very liberal in 
his Abuſes; but when he was ſuſpended from 
the Council, (not having had the Modefty 
to reſign his Scat, as two other Members 
had theirs, on the Bench, in order to open 
2 Court of Errors, the Want of which was 


a great Stop of Juſtice) he indulged himſelf 


without

without Reſerve in his darling Love of Scan- 
dal, and in all Companies took all Methods 
of abuſing the G „and every Meaſure 
he took : The G continued him: on 
the Bench, chiefly indeed out of Neceſſity, 
his beſt Friends, and thoſe that were in 
every other reſpect the fitteſt for that Of- 
fice, declining it, through too great Indo- 
lence, until they ſaw the Neceſſity the G 
was under of putting Perſons on the Bench 
that were not fit for it, none but poor Crea- 
tures caring to fit under Mr, F—— : Upon 
that, the Gentlemen who compoſe the pre- 
ſent Bench offered their Service to the 
G—, who did not heſitate a Moment to 
make Uſe of the Opportunity which he had 
ſo much longed for, but (to the Surprize of 
no one, tho' the Joy of many) ſent Mr. 
Fe---- his Quietus directly. The Loſs of 
this only Power left him was ſuch a Wound 
to his Ambition, that he grew rather fiercer ; 
more abuſive he could not be: He vowed. 
a Revenge in every Shape, and at any Rate, , 
and what (poor Coward) his private Cha- 
rater will not permit him to take, his pub- 
lic one (as Aſſembly Man) we find is to 
make up for, ſince juſt or unjuſt he purſues 
all Means. So that he is every Way 
more like an irrational Monſter than a ra- 
tional Man.

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Mr. G— is a Wretch, who is now ſo in- 
tirely diveſted of all Princip les of either 


Honour or H-—-, that by a little Flattery 


and Court, he is eaſily biaſſed againſt Autho- 


rity, however juſtly lodged, and properly ex- 
ecuted : He has a pretty good Eſtate, was early 
made a Judge, and upon the Chief Juſtice's 
Sickneſs, preſided in his Room, being the 
eldeſt Aſſiſtant for one whole Seſſions a little 
before he left the Iſland, about twelve or four- 
teen Years ago, in which he got-the Repu- 
tation of an honeſt Man, tho' of very indif- 
ferent-Parts, and very looſe Behaviour : He 
was thought to know the Forms of the Court, 
and as all the whole Turn of his Mind was 
to the Knowledge of the Law, even as to en- 
groſs all his Thoughts and Converſation, it 
was thought if he was good for any Thing 
it muſt be for the Beach, at leaſt that he 
would be a —_—_ perer Perſon to be Chief 
Juſtice than F----, who, upon Mr. 
— $ Refignation about two Years ago, was 


the eldeſt Aſſiſtant on the Bench; but his 
Head was ſoon turned with Power When he 


arrived to that Office; and tho” he deviated 
much from his Duty by ever ſtudying to op- 


poſe, rather than protect Authority, yet none 


was ever ſo tenacious of that Part of it which 
was lodged in his Hands, nor none ever 
aſſumed ſo much in the Station : Mr. F---r, 

iriftead 
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inſtead of reſenting his being put over him, 
plied him with the groſſeſt Flatteries, till he 
got the intire Aſcendant over his Mind. 
G—- had a Quarrel with Mr. P--—, the 
A—- G---- (a Gentleman whoſe Integrity, 
Abilities, and Worth, makes his Acquain- 
tance courted and Friendſhip valued) and 
was indiſcreet enough to uſe the A 
ill in Court; he therefore feared the G—— 
would take the other's Part, and remove 
him, which he undoubtedly deſerved. This 
| pave Mr. F-— an Opportunity to inſinuate 

imſelf ſtill more with him; he aſſured him, 
that if he was removed, himſelf and all the 
other J--dg-s would reſign: This gained the 

r Tool intirely, and he was ready from 
that Time to receive any Impreſſion Mr. 
F-— would give him ; he took Pains to con- 
vince F---- of his Attachment to him by 
his determined Oppoſition to the G——, 


and every Meaſure which ſeemed to redound 


to his Honour. 


Mr. A is one whoſe Principles 
were ever ſuſpected, ſo much ſo, that in 
6 — Hs Time, on his Account an 
Act paſſed to oblige every Member of the 
Aſſembly to take the Oaths; and tho' he 
complied out of a Neceſſity, yet there are 
few but know the extenſive Power of Abſo-

lution in the Church of Rome ; but ſo no- 
torious was and is his Manner of acting, 
that he has never been truſted by any Go- 
vernment. His very Aſſociates in this Fac- 
tion, till this very critical Juncture, have ever 
declared, both publicly and privately, that he 
was a Man by no Means to be employed for 
the Government; and yet to ſtick to their 
Text, of ſticking at nothing to gain their 
pernicious End againſt the G————, 
they took great Pains, and ſummoned all 
the Remains of their | ſhattered Credit, to 
have him choſe Sp-—-r of the Aſſ.— ly: 
Sure this is but too melancholly a Teſtimony 
that they would have ſacrificed their Iſland, 
and the Intereſt of their Mother-Country, 
to their -private Revenge / It will be need- 
leſs to ſay any more of this Man, than his 
being to every Perſon, and in every Thing, 
very trivial and inſignificant, but in his Poſ- 


ſeſſions. 


Mr. K——, the late C-— J--—, as he 
has: Parts ſufficient to make him a uſeful 
Member of Society, ſo can he be a great Di- 
ſturber of the public Tranquility, when led 
by Faction, and ſwayed by Paſſion : As he 
has ſeen ſomewhat more of the World than 
moiſt in theſe Parts, he is well bred and 
complailant, fo as to render himſelf accepta-

ble to the beſt of the Iſland, and by his 
Knowledge in the Law, he was of Uſe to 
his Neighbours; ſo that he was a Man of 
Weight, notwithſtanding the il} Repute his 
Name was in. He was made C—- J 
in his Turn, and always behaved with great 
Decency and Reſpect towards the G —, 
as on the other hand the G——, however 
little cordial he might be, and upon his 
Guard againſt a K, yet he ever ſhewed 
him the Civility and Regard that was due 
to his Station: However, Mr. K---- ha- 
ving quarrelled with Mr. P-— (the preſent 
Sp——r), with whom he had always hither- 


to acted, and was much helped by his Friend- 


ſhip, which, at laſt, Mr. K-—- betrayed, and 
could never be forgiven by Mr. P-—, who 
is as ſtrict in all Points of Honour, as he is 


incapable of being concerned in any thing 


mean, or with any Perſon not deſerving the 
Character which he Himſelf has acquired, 
and which all good and ſenſible Men might 
boaſt to obtain: He did not know how 


to hurt the Sp—-r, or make himſelf conſi- 


derable, but by joining Mr. F----. and the 
Faction, tho till now mortal Enemies to each 
other; but as he found himſelf much light- 
er in the Eſteem of, and indeed flighted by 
thoſe, whole Conduct his cooler Reflections 
would otherwiſe recommend him to follow,

he reſigned, and joined the Faction with ra- 
ther more Moderation than any of the reſt, 
and as he had been an old Acquaintance of 
the A——'s, has ſeemed latterly to look 
upon it as an Obligation to redeem his Cha- 
rater in ſome meaſure if poſſible: The 
A being ſometimes his Gueſt, made 
him at thoſe Junctures harangue in the Aſ- 


ſembly with more Vehemence than other- 


wiſe ; but as it is certain this Gentleman has 
often declared he was linked to them, not 
thro * Choice but Neceſſity, ſo it is likewiſe 
as evident he thinks himſelf obliged to put 
in Execution every dirty Fob thrown on him 
by his preſent Aſſociates: To conclude the 
Characters of theſe Four, and groupe them 
together ; Mr. K—, en and F——, 
each mortally hated and deteſted by the other 
two, and as for poor Mr. G, they all three 


heartily deſpiſed him, 


As theſe were the Leaders of the Faction, 
it is eaſy to judge what Wretches thoſe muſt 
be who were to be led by ſuch. And in- 
deed as they were moſtly. People whom nei- 
ther Birth or Education had intitled to better 
Principles than are found among the general 
Run of Overſeers to Plantations; thoſe who 
were ſupporting the G-——'5$ Authority, and 
rendering him that Juſtice due to his great 
Merits, 
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Merits, found little Loſs in tbeir Attach- 


ments. From this it may be natural for you 
to ask, what could induce the A— to re- 
ceive the Acquaintance, and embrace the 
ſeeming Friendſhip of ſo abandoned a Herd? 
What Zeal could he ſhew for the King's 
Service, by encouraging, fomenting and bean- 
ing ſuch a Crew, whoſe ſole Motives were 
to oppoſe and thwart the G right or 
wrong ?

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monitions of @ real Friend or two, that 
were ſtill left with the A——, and remain- 
ed purely from a Deſire of being ſerviceable, 
were now of no more Validity: Mr. G en- 
oſſed his Ear, and had an abſolute Sw ver 
Em; conſequently, he ſoon became acquain- 
ted with the Faction, approved their deſtruc- 
tive Schemes, and openly avowed himſelf at

ing his Name to be made uſe of, whenever 
they were pleaſed to think it either of Weight 
with others, or a Santtion to themſelves. As 
the delivering up of this Sloop, was a Step 
by no Means agreeable to the Faction; 
fearing that here the A——'s Conteſt with 
the G — would ceaſe, ſo it was no 
Way approved by Mr. G—, becauſe her 
Cargoe was chiefly belonging to Mr. A. 
and O— (the principal Merchants of the 
Iſland, as well as Repreſentatives in the 
Aſſembly for the Town of K —,) Gen- 
tlemen,who from their Honeſty, Weight and 
Abilities, he had formerly looked on as Ri- 
vals, in regard to the Sway which was 
hoped they would have with the A —, 
by moſt Well-wiſhers to the Country ; but 
now he conſidered them among the honeſt 
Deteſters of the abſurd, and deſtructive 
Schemes of the Faction; and the giving

them any Trouble (for more could not be 


obtained) about their Effects, he perceived 
would ſhake their Attachments to the A— 


; who was therefore ſtill to perſiſt in 
the Illegality of the Sloop's Voyage, to preſs 
ſome Men out of her, and take their Affi- 
davits in regard to every Article of her Car- 
goe ; and though theſe violent Proceedings 
could not make it amount to a Confiſcation, 
(the Point aimed at, and wiſhed-for,) yet 
the G was to receive a Blow in 
Maſque ; that is, in Fact, Mr. M—— and 
O— were to be accuſed of no leſs a Crime 
than High-Treaſon, for carrying on an illi- 
cite Trade with the Enemy; but it was to 
appear, the G-—— inſtead of preventing, 
had connived at it, which was the Fly that 
E ſpun his ſecret Web, for. This Ac: 
cuſation Mr. G—— was to breathe into the 
A , Who had already drank fo deep 
of the Cup, that he could now digeſt what- 
ever was given by ſo weighty a Hand; he 
was to be made the Accuſer, but it fo hap- 
pened, that he only proved in this tbe In- 
former, though he knew the one was as 
unjuſt as the other; but after his aſſerting 
to the G———, That he had found Profs 


for his Charge, and expected ſuch Perſons 
ſhould be 'brought to condign Puniſhment, 


he found himſelf under a Neceſſity of not

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trifling with ſo ſerious a Charge; and as he 
was regardleſs of becoming an Informer, 
(however unjuſtly fo) he drew up his Affida- 
vits in the Form of Informations, and re- 
mitted them to the G——— in. Council; 
who having the A—— G——'s Opinion 
thereon, found they were of no Conſe- 


quence; nor, indeed, fo full and explicit, 


as the Accounts Mr. M—— and O— had 
fent to the Councils themſelves, therefore 
no Profecution could be formed. As all the 
mercenary Views 'of the Head in this, va- 
niſhed here, ſo the immediate pernicious 
Ends of the Faction were in ſome meaſure 
difappointed : However, the ſeizing of this 
Sloop in ſuch a Manner, on ſuch an Occa- 


ſion, and belonging to ſuch People, was of 


too great Conſequence to the 'real Merchants 
in general of the Iſland, to be fo paflively 
paſſed over; for all future Security was un- 
doubtedly rendered very precarious, from 
the little Dependance they could have, of 
the once promiſed Protection from the 
A—— ; who now became as dangerous an 
Enemy to them, as the Public One, There- 
fore, in the beginning of November, the 
Merchants drew up a Petition to the G—— 
and Council, ſetting forth ſeveral Grie- 
vances which they laboured under, and de- 
fired they might be laid before his Majeſty ;

for that they had Reaſon to fear (from 
this A——'s Conduct) that his Majeſty had 
altered his 1 Intentions of protecting and 
encouraging t f 


m in ſo beneficial a Branch 
of Trade; and praying, if not, that 

might receive ſome ſort of Security from fu- 
ture Moleſtations of that kind: They like- 
wiſe ſet forth ſeveral other Oppreſſions, ſome 
in regard to Preſſing, which was now car- 
ried on with little Limitations or Reſtric- 
tions, though with more Vehemence on 
Board the Veſſels, belonging to Mr. M—— 
and O—, than any other ; for at this very 
Time, they had two Sloops loaded, and 
bound for the S—-K---, which, notwith- 
ſtanding the great Wages given, they were 
obliged to man them ſufficient for Defence: 
As ſoon as they were manned and ready for 
the Sea, (nay, under Sail for their Voyage) 
an Officer was ſent from the A - to 
each Sloop, who took away four Men from 
each, among which was the Pilot, whom 
the A was well informed they could 
not proceed without, from their being igno- 
rant of the Creek they were to go up, and 
the ill Conſequences that muſt attend their 
being detained any longer, as their Lading 
conſiſted chiefly of Negroes and dry Goods; 
but no wonder He was prevailed with to 
uſe ſuch illegal, unjuſt and: diſhoneſt Koo 
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thods to deftroy the Voyage, for there was 
an additional Pique, as he ſuppoſed by their 
manning the Sloops, they wanted to avoid 
paying for Convoy. But you will ſhortly 
find this Pilot, (called /—-- C----) was in- 
tended for ſome further Purpoſes, not leſs 
dangerous to thoſe Gentlemen, but which 
were now only ripening. About this Time 
a Paper was induſtriouſſy and cautiouſly 
handed about the Town of K——, which 
there is great Reaſon to believe was drawn 
up by the A —'s own S—+-y, jointly 
with the Heads of the Faction, by way of a 
Panegyrical Addreſs to the A—--; which 
was ſigned by Mr. -M-—, (a Joint-Agent 
for the Prizes) Mr. G----, their Book-keep- 
ers, Clerks, with ſeveral Shop- keepers, 
Warfingers, and Apothecaries, two or three 
of which Number being particular Depen- 
dants of Mr. G----, to their Shame recanted 
what they had ſigned to, in the Petition to 
the G— and Council . This was 
partly the Point aimed at, as it ſet forth, that 
the Merchants had been miſled in figning 
the above Petition, and did now by this

Mr. M—— was told by Mr. G, if he would 
lign this Paper to the A——, he would hire his Sliep 
to carry Proviſions to X; on which Conſideration 
he figned it. Such are thoſe who compoſe the Number 
for that noble Dradruple's Schemes.

Addreſs make a Recantation of all they had 
alledged before: Though great Care was ta- 
ken that no Copy ſhould be had of it, yet it 
was well known, that it contained ſeveral 
Reflections, highly injurious to ſome of the 
principal Merchants; on which another 
Petition was drawn up by the Commerce, 
with ſeveral Affidavits, and ſome Letters 
annexed to it, proper for atteſting the Facts 
contained therein, and ſent the latter End 
of November to the G--— and Council; ſet- 
ting forth the baſe Means uſed to aſperſe the 
Commerce, and the many heavy Grievances 
they laboured under from ſuch pernicious 
Deſigns: It alſo contained a Repetition of 
thoſe Diſtreſſes the Trade ſuffers, from the 
preſent licentious Manner of Preſſing here; 
and praying the G------ to lay their Grze- 
vances before his Majeſiy, and endeavour. to 
obtain for them, ſuch Reareſs and Indu/gence, 
as to bis Majeſty in his great Wiſdom ſhall 
ſeem meet, When the G and Council 
had received, and found how juſtly their 
Complaints were founded, and how neceſ- 
ſary it was to ſeek that Redreſs which the 
Juſtice of the Throne affords to the Subject, 
a Copy of each Petition, as well as the 
Affidavits therewith, was immediately tranſ- 
mitted to the A----- by the G------, before 
any could be ſent Home; this the G---- did,

in Hopes that the A would have per- 
ceived and confidered the Trouble, 
| Repreſentations muſt give the Government at 
boch a Time, and that the A----- might en- 
deavour to redreſs thoſe Grievances which 
ſprung from himſelf, and ſo get the Petitions 
withdrawn : But even this Teſtimony of the 
G 's Politeneſs, and indeed friendly 
Hint, was treated far different from what 
he might have ec: „and would certain- 
ly have received from any other Perſon.

The Aſſembly met March 18, 1745-6. 
Mr. P— (a Gentleman of ſtrict Honour and 
Integrity, and one of the greateſt Poſſeſſors 
in the Iſland) was choſe S-——, though 
violently oppoſed by Mr, 4-———, an 
which 1 have already dwelt. Mr. P---- be- 
ing in the Chair was a terrible Proſpe& for 
the Faction; for they had long ſince aban- 
doned any Views towards the Welfare of the 
Iland; and from this Gentleman's known 
Zeal and Candour, they had Reaſons to fear 
he would deftroy their Aims, and conſe- 
quently ſet their Actions to view. 


The: firſt Point the Faction was to gain, 
was for their Leader, who was not to be 
held if not paid. The Iſland had been for 
ſome Time in. Hopes of receiving the Naval 
Reinforcements, Which the A- on his 
Arrival had aſſured them were to follow 
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him; but his having ſince fo often ex _

a very few of being expelled the Houſe; firſt, 
in having received this Information from the 
A——, and never repreſenting it to the 
G——— and next, having had it (as an 
Aſſembly- Man) of the Sunday, and never 
mentioning it to the Houſe, till the Tu 
day following : Though had he acquainted 
the G , he need not have mentioned 
it to the Houſe. Another Breach of his 
Duty, as C-— J—, was, not acquainting 


the A , when he ſaid, he would lay 
bold of Don P and confine him ; that he 
(the A) had no ſuch Juriſdiction, and 


then acquaint the G of a Deſign ; 

which might (if executed) be ſo pernicious 
to the Liberty of every Subject, as a Man

On the 19th, Don P— appeared before 
the Houſe, and the Evidences againſt him 
were cited, which were Seventeen in Num- 
ber: The firſt and principal one, was the 
Pilot (I C—) taken out of Mr. M. — 
and O-—'s Sloop _before-mentioned, and 
who was kept on Board the A——'s Ship a 
cloſe Priſoner ever ſince, (about Seven 
Months,) and now brought up under a 
Guard of Seamen from the Ship, not ſuffer- 
ed to ſpeak to any one but thoſe of the Fac- 
tion, till he came before the Houſe.

And as he was going on, Mr. F—-— was 
utting off his Examinationn, but the Houſe 
reſolved to continue it. |

They had now nothing left but to caſt an 
Imputation on 1 C, in order to ſalve 
(if poſſible) the A——'s Character; there- 
fore this C— was now to be called C-—, 
to be proved an Engliſhman and a Traitor: 
So that the very Evidence they brought to 
condemn Don P——, and thoſe any ways 
concerned with him, or inſtrumental in his 


continuing here, was to be condemned 
himſelf. 


It was likewiſe to be proved, that he had 
contradicted himfelf on Oath, but not in the 
principal Point, with regard to the A——, 
only that he was an Engh/hman born, and 
had called himſelf a S. It will be needleſs 
to inſert all the Querks that were uſed a- 
gainſt this poor unfortunate Man; it will 
be ſufficient to tell you, that after confuſing 
him with repeated croſs Queſtions, they 
were of Opinion that he was guilty of E- 
quivocations upon Oath. Tho theſe Con- 
tradictions laid to his Charge, extended on- 
ly in differing in ſome Points of Time "7

his being at T————-, where it was made 
evident he had lived, and been brought up 
as a S-—— from an Infant; although he 
was born at the C-=—'s, and his Mother 
Was a S—— Woman:—Is it not a Query, 
whether this Man might not be ignorant of 
his being born in Engliſb Dominions, and 
whether he became not a naturalized S—— ? 
And was there no Allowance to be made 
for a Man's being hurried out of a ſrict 
Confinement, {till under Terror of a Guard, 
and brought before he knew not who, or 
hardly for what? Was there no Confidera- 
tion for a Man, who being upon Oath was 
obliged to ſpeak the Truth ; and dreading, 
on the Account of that Truth, the ſevereſt 
Treatment, if ſuffered to return under the 
ſame Power, whoſe rigid Preſcriptions he 
had not followed? Such Ideas would 
plex 'and confuſe a Man better qualified, and 
one perhaps leſs liable to be awed, than a 
poor ignorant Pilot of a Sloop. 


However, this did not clear the A---— 
from the heavy Impultation fixed on him; 
and indeed the Poim now in View with this 
honeſt Quadruple, feeed to be which could 
clear themſelves beſt, of being any ways 
privy to ſo heinous a .Crime, without any 

Regard - 
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Regard to others. But the Houſe ſeemed 
tender, and ſhewed ſome Regard to the 
Rank of the King's A—--, Commander in 
Chief in theſe Seas; and knowing too, that 
while he remained” with Power, the Illand 
would ſuffer from his Reſentment (Public 
Spirit with him, being buried in the Paſ- 
Gong of Private Pique) they did not take that 
Notice of it, which Juſtice prompted ; and 
therefore made it but too manifeſt, that the 
Crime was waſhed over, not waſhed off. 


The A. s Captain, the A-----'s Secre- 
tary, the A-----'s Agent for Prizes, were 
all to endeavour to prove G----'s Evidence 
of no Validity; who, before this Scene was 
expoſed, and when thought a ſure Proof a- 
galnſt Don P., no Objections were made 
to him. But now ſuch Attempts were vain! 
The Probabilities, nay, the Proofs were too 
recent. So that the Houſe, on this Day's 
Examination, came to the following Reſo- 
lutions:

During the Courſe of the Examination, 
many other Evidences were called; but 
Css being loſt, they went on very lan- 
guid'y, and ad nothing to lay any Streſs 

n, but Don P--—'s own Confeſſion, 
that of being concerned in the Havannab 
Company. None of the Witneſſes produced, 
could prove that Don P—— was either 
immediately concerned in Privateers, or had 
ever given any Intelligence of any kind to 
the Enemy, It had been maliciouſſy _ 
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ed by the Faction, and urged by ſome in the 
Houſe, that he was concerned in the G-— 


(a large 8 Privateer) who took Part of 
the P—— B-— Fleet, as he was ranging 
down the Coaſt, on his Return to the 
H „ from a long Cruize. 


The Evidence they produced to prove it, 
was Don A D'A B by 
who was taken in that Fleet; and declared 
the Captain of the G— had ſhewn him 
the Liſt of all concerned in her, and that 
Don P—— was not amongſt them; and 
farther, that he, D'A , asked the 
Captain, whether Don P—— was concern- 
ed, who told him, No, he was not *. 


But to make his Innocence ſtill clearer, 
a Letter wrote by Way of Journal, from the 
Captain of the G——, to the Proprietors of 
her, was produced to the Houſe ; which 
proved that he had no Intelligence, but it was 
merely accidental his meeting with them. 
This Letter was taken by a Privateer. The 
Affair of Intelligence being given up. 


Had it been proved that Don N. was con- 
cerned in a Privateer, the Conſequence was, to be ſure, 
that he muſt have given Intelligence. 
| Mr, 
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Mr. M F-—— *, was called to give an 
an Account of a Letter taken in the $—— 
Haii-Galley (brought in by his Majeſty's 
Ship the /-——) which, was rumoured a- 
bout would make appear that Don P—— 
was concerned in her; but, like the reſt, it 
only convinced every one of Don Ps 
Innocence. 


In the Courſe of this Evidence, it ap- 
peared Mr, MF had drawn up Zheſe 
Queſtions put to +—— ; and that the 
A himſelf had wrote the proper An- 
ers to them. 


After Mr. MF. „for ſome Time, 
had refuſed to be ſworn, which, at laſt he 
was: obliged too, he then prevaricated ; but 
notwithſtanding was obliged to produce that 
Paper to the Houſe, where the A——'s 
6771 Hand-writing but too plainly teſtified 
the Facts alledged by 1 C—; it was 
now no longer a Doubt what to conclude: 
It was but too evident, theſe were the An- ö 
- ſewers they depended on, had —— been { 
as villainouſly to be biafſed on his Oath, as }

come to a Concluſion, which the Houſe did 
by the following Reſolutions, on the ' 26th 
of April. .
